Towers remained in the machine 
‘and fell with it into Chesapeake Bay, 
where he was rescued and hurried to 
the Naval Academy Hospital, injured, 
although it is not known how badly. 

Boats from the naval academy are 
searching for Billingsley’s body and for 
the wreckage of the machine to find 
evidence of the cause of the accident. 
The death of Ensign Billingsley makes 
a total of nine fatalities in the Gov- 
ernment service since the Army began 
experiments with heavier-than-air ma- 
chines at Fort Meyer, Va., in 1908.

His death is the first in the aviation | 


corps of the Navy. Billingsley was 26 
years old. He was gaduated from the 
Naval Academy in 19809 and was at- 
tached to the aviation corps in that 
year.

“Going east on Easton avenue, I saw 
a farm wagon ahead of us, and clung 
tighter to the rail, fearing that we 
might hit it. Suddenly the automobile 
bounded high in the air, and turned 
over. The farmer’s team, frightened by 
the collision, ran away.’’ 

Chrisman, who is 23 years old, is held 
ax a prisoner at the city hospital. The 
police have not found the farmer whose 
wagon was hit.

S. Johnston, whose attention was called 
to the matter by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, who discovered it Friday. 

Real intent of the Law, 
| “I shall take up the matter with At- 
torney-General Barker at once,’ Feeocne 

Johnston. “I have alréady *: “em 
ployers, including laundry owners, who, 
.f understand, tried to have the nine- 
hour provision changed, that women em- 
ployes -must not be worked more than 
nine hours a day. From the reading of 
the statute as it stands, however, and 
comparing it with the former law on 
the subject, I am afraid that the law 
will be construed to mean that women 
can be worked more than nine hours a 
day, if their hours of employment are 
.limited to 64 hours a week, although the 
‘real intent and purpose of the law is to 
establish a maximum working day of 
nine hours for women.”’ 

Under the terms of the bill passed at 
the recent session of the State Legis- 
‘ature, the nine-hour law is extended to 
all women employes except telegraph 
and telephone operators and women em- 
ployed in canning factories or packing 
plants in rural communities or in cities 
of less than 10,000 inhabitants. 


How Substitutc® Reads. 

Section 1 of the law, which is a sub- 
| stitute for the corresponding section in 
the nine-hour law adopted by the Lezg- 
islature two years ago, is as follows: 

“No female shall be employed * * *® 
in this State, more than nine hours 
during any one day, OR more than 54 
| hours during any one week. 

Section Repealed. 

Here is the section repealed by the 
new law: “No female shall be employed 
in any manufacturing or mechanical 
and mercantile establishment, laundry 
or workshop, in this State, more than 
‘nine hours during any one day, NOR 
more than 4 hours during any one week. 

Favored Compromise. 
' ‘The nine-hour law for women has been 
bitterly fought at each session of the 
State Legislature by the railroad, tele- 
graph and telephone companies and 
many owners of industrial and manu- 


facturing plants. The St. Louis Laun- 


drymen’s Association has been especia!- 
ly active in opposing its provisions. 

Former State Senator Frank H. Far- 
ris was employed to represent the large 
St. Louls laundry owners at the late ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Farris spent a 
great deal of time studying the pro- 
visions of the nine-hour bill, as it was 
revised under the direction of Senator 
Kinney of St. Louis and Representative 
Boyd ‘of Monroe County. Towards the 
close of the session Farris expressed 
himself in favor of the proposed new 
law and seemed anxious that Boyd 
should work for its passage. 

The laundrymen objected to the nine- 
hour law on the ground that it seri- 
ously inconvenienced their business. 
They were willing to accept a compro- 
mise that should limit the total heurs of 
employment to 8 hours a week. 

Tt was argued that the laundries 
should be permitted to work their em- 
ployes 10 hours a day, since women laun- 
ory workers usually were allowed » half 
day off each Saturday. By working

25-Year Prison Terms 
One Youth Conféssed 


Jury,, Out All Night, Convicts 
Sullens and Harrison of ~ 
' Holt Kidnaping. 


Special ' ‘to the Post-Dispatch. 

SALEM, Ill., June 20.—Frank Sullens 
and Ernest Harrison were found guilty 
today of abducting Dorothy Holt, and 
their punishment was fixed at 2 years 
each in the penitentiary. The jury 
which has heard the .evidence in the 
case for a week, returned its verdict 
at 7:4 a. m., having retired at 56:30 
p. m, yesterday., The usual motion 
for a new trial was made. The prose- 
cution had asked the death penalty 
for the young men. 

Dorothy Holt, 16. years old, daughter 
of former Judge Charles H. Holt, As- 
sistant State’s Attorney, was kidnaped 
as she was going to her home the night 
of Mareh' 13 last. She told on the stand 
that Sullens seized her by the throat 
and threw her to the walk three times, 
striking her head. Then he dragged her 
to a coal mine, where they waited an 
hour, Sullens saying he was waiting 
for Harrison, who did not appear. Aft- 
erward she was taken to an old slaugh- 
ter pen, where she awakened in the 
morning. Sullens left her and she was 
trying to make her way home when 
neighbors found her in a critical con- 
dition. 

Sullens was arrested immediately and 
confessed. His signed confession, say- 
ing that he had agreed for $5, which was 
paid by Harrison, to take Miss Holt to 
the coal mine, where he was to turn 
her over to Harrison, was admitted at 
the trial. 

Caused Bling Tiger Raids. 

After Sullens had made his. confession 


March 14, a determined effort to lynon’ 


him was made by’ 20 persons. Three 
companies of militia guarded the jail 
that night, and Sullens and Harrison 
later were moved for safekeeping. In 
the excitement in Salem, reformers 
raided 12 blind tigers and destroyed the 
liquor and burned the fixtures. 

Harrison on the stand denied he haé 
any part in the kidnaping. Sullens, who 
is 21 years old, collapsed when the girl's 
garments ‘weré shown to the jury and 
the court had to take a recess of an 
hour until he was revived.

Lynching in Business Dis- 
trict Follows Chase With 
Bloodhounds and Death of 
14-Year-Old Girl He Is 
Said to Have Confessed 
That He Had Attacked. 


*4ER BROTHERS SEE 
THE MOB AT WORK 


Child Beaten With Mallet and. 


Thrown in Closet of Home 
Where Negro Was Em- 
ployed—Many Bullets Rid- 
dle His Body. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., June 20.—Tour- 
ists and townspeople stood in the prin- 
cipal street of Hot Springs last night 
and watched the lynching of a negro 
who less than 12 hours before had at- 
tacked a white girl. 

The girl, who was 14 years old, died 
of her injuries. Her two younger 
brothers watched the mob's work. 

After the negro had been hanged, 
more than 100 shots were fired into 
his body, which was later cut down and 
burned. The negro, Will ‘Norman, was 
2 years old and had been employed 
at the residence of Judge C. Floyd 
Huff as a cook. Judge Huff’s daugh- 
ter, Garland, was attacked by Norman. 

The girl was found unconscious in a 
closet in the dining-room by her young- 
er brother. Near the closet on the floor 
as a mallet with which Norman is 
thought to have beaten the child to in- 
sensibility. The negro had torn the 
clothing from her body, thrust her into 
' the cléset and fastened the door. 

The news of the attack soon spread 
about the city, and residents and tour- 
ists began a search for the negro. Blood- 
hounds were put on the trail and a 
Sheriff's posse followed the dogs to 
West Mountain and the woods near 
Upper Whittington. Nearly. every ne- 
gro shack in the woods was searched. 
The trail led ouf to the Gulpha and 
south to the Ouachita River. It ended 
‘at the poor. farm, at the outskirts of 
the city, where the negro was over- 
taken. 

Norman started to run over a near-by 
hill, but was brought to his knees by 
a bullet from the pistol of another ne- 
gro, who had charge of the bloodhounds. 

When the posse came upon him Nor- 
man crouched down and begged for 
mercy. He asked tne posgemen not to 
shoot him again. They made no answer, 
but placed him in a buggy and drove 
rapidly back to the city, arriving about 
8 o'clock. 

Ernest Simms and Tom McCafferty, 
who had the negro in charge, started 
to the county jail with him, but a mob 
overpowered “hem and took the prisoner 
away. He was taken te Centra! and 
Ouachita avenues, near the hote} section, 
where he was hanged to a pole. Hun- 
dreds of. shots were fired into the 
negro’s body as it hung and Granville 
Wallece, checker at one of the passen- 
ger stations, was wounded in one arr. 

The negro’s body was cut down from 
the pole shortly before 10 o'clock and 
a squad of city police tried to take it 
from the mob, but failed. It was 
dragged back of Hildereth’s restaurant 
on Ouachita avenue and there dumped 
on a big bonfire that was soon buililt. 

When the negro was pitched on the 
fire, cheers went up from the hundreds 
that crowded into the alley. His body 
Was soon reducéd to ashes. 

When Judge Huff's three younger 
boys learned that Norman had been cap- 
tured and would be lynched, they asked 
permission to view the mob’s work. 

Judge Huff gave his consent and they 
viewed the lynching of the negro and 
later saw his body burned.

‘Bankers Not to Control. 

The plan to make the bankers masters 

of the credit system has been thrown 
out of the proposed regional reserve 
system. Here, in a nutshell, is the fu- 
ture currency plan. 
The present bond-secured currency 
will be continued indefinitely. The 
United States bonds, now the basis of 
much of the currency, will not be with- 
drawn at this time or replaced by other 
currency. 

However, it will be augmented by 
$500,000,000 of Treasury notes, which will 
be issued to banks when they -have de- 
posited with a Federal board of control 
what ig considered the strongest basis 
for currency that has ever been used 
for the purpose. 

The $600,000,000 will take the place of 
the present Aldrich emergency currency, 
which hag never been used, but it will 
not be based upon the class of security 
now required. This added currency is 
expected to insure elasticity to the pres- 
ent system, not only through the cur- 
rency itself, but through the improved 
banking system, which will tend to loos- 
en Up credit and thereby make addi- 
tional actual money relatively unneces- 
sary, a ’ 
System for Emergenciés. 

The second portion of the bill pro- 
poses to form the national batiking units 
of the country into a system, so that 
they may pool their strength for emer- 
gencies without giving up their inde- 
pendence of action. It is to be a na- 
tional banking system, and not an in- 
dividual bankers’ system. .

BASIC PRINCIPLES 
OF CURRENCY BILL 


WASHINGTON, June 20. 
ERE are the fundamentals 
ah ‘upon which the new banking 
and currency system will be 
created: 

The Federal Government will con- | 
tinue to "issue the currency of the 
nation and maintain its stability. 
This function, one of the inherent 
potentialities of sovereignty, ac- 
cording to the Democratic party, 
will not be delegated to the bank- 
ing interests, directly or indirectly. 
The present currency wil] be main- 
tained. It will be augmented by an 
additional issue of $500,000,000, based 
upon compounded collateral of the 
first order. It will be issued at 
periods when the Government finds 
its use is required and not when 
the bankers desire its use. It will 
not go into speculation, but into 
production. 

The 2 per cent bonds, now the 
basis of the bank notes, aAvill con- 
tinue in theiz present uses. They 
will not be redeemed for 3 per cent 


bonds. 

A general reserve system of 
banks will be established for the 
purpose of pooling the assets of the 
banks and making it possible for 
individuals to get face credit. | 


Association, thereby insuring the basis 
of strength when currency is needed. 
The Reserve Association will examine 
into the affairs of all the banks in its 
section, and it will be empowered to 
compel individual banks to write off its 
books any worthless paper. or to cease 
from entering questionable transactions. 
In this manner every bank in the re- 
gion is expected to lend strength to the 


regional association, and every bank will 
be pledged to uphold the actions of ev- 


ery Other. When a bank shall not abide 
by the rules of the association it will 
be disbarred, and disbarment will be 
equivalent to uselessness as a banking 
house. 


Stringency Provided For. 
During the crop-moving period and at 


other times of money stringency, a 
member of any of the Reserve Associa- 
tions may go to the central bank with 
a demand for currency. It must sup- 
ply prime commercial paper properly in- 
dorsed, and it shall also pledge all its 
assets as security for money received 
from the regional association. 

In the event that the regional asso- 
clation is short of currency, the request 
for it will be placed befote the Federa! 
Board of Control at Washington. And 
the request will carry with it the pledge 
of the entire security of the regional 
bank and the assets of every member 
bank. 

In the event the Federal association 
finds that the currency is needed for 
legitimate business {t will supply the 
bank with funds from the $600,000,000 of 
reserve currency, placing in the treasury 
of the United States the pledges of 
the bank and the reserve bank, which 
also must maintain at least 33 per cent 
of the amount requested in gold in its 
yaults. 

Not Satisfactory to All. 

The @ystem of emergency currefticy is 
not altogether satisfactory to some of 
the President's advisers, but it has been 
accepted now as the best plan that can 
be got through Congress at this session. 

As the principal argument against this 
Plan is the fact that as soon as one 


bank called for emergency currency it 
vould be like raising a danger signal 
ind the entire financial world would be- 
‘ome alarmed at prospects of money 
stringency. 

President Wilson is extremely anxious 
to get legislation at this session. Manv 
members are opposed to legislation be- 
cause they want to go home Manr 
others are opposed to many of the plans 
that have been suggested. If the pro- 
osed plan can be enacted into law at 
tht®® session, the administration leaders 
‘eel that business Will be completely re- 
assured and that future reforms will be 
relatively simple. 

It is believed thgt the present sub- 
treasury system is unsatisfactory, clum- 
sy, injurious to business and difficult i» 
Manage in times of stress. The bi’) 
therefore provides for: 

1. The placing of all current funds “f 
the treasury in Federal reserve banks 
and the payment of Government cred- 
itors by check thereon. 

2. The equalization of the public funds 
between the different reserve banks bv 
direction of the Becretary of the Treas- 
ury and subject to a rate of interest to 
be fixed by the Federal Reserve Board 

3. The trust funds of the treasury 
are to be held, as at present, in: the 
vaults of the treasury.

Mrs. Rausie Pitts Tells of Girl 
Sitting on Trunk With Hus- 
band, a Dentist. 


HELPED PAY HIS TUITION 


Says She Ran Candy Shop and 


Restaurant to Aid Him—De- 
cree Is Denied to Him. 


The divorce case of Emmett M. Pitts, a 
Gentist, of 3804 Russell avenue, against 
Mrs. Rausie B. Pitts, 3908A Shenandoah 
@venue, was the sequel] to her employ- 
fing a maid in their Shenandoah avenue 
home in May, 1910, according to testi- 
tnony given by the wife tn Judge Jones’ 
court. She filed a cross-bill asking that 
to her be awarded the decree and cus- 
tody of their three children At the con: 
clusion of testimony Thursday after- 
moon the husband was denied a divorce 


The wife then withdrew her cross-bill. 

Mrs. Pitts told Judge Jones she kept a 
restaurant and confectionery at Benton, 
Jil., to earn money so that her husband 
could finish his dental course in Marion- 
Bims College of the St. Louis University. 
Bhe said that in one season she mada 
1000 pounds of candy and that she cooked 
on an average of 6) meals a day in the 
restaurant while holding her baby -.n 
One arm. 

Money for His Tuition. 

All the money she could get, which 
she did not need for her actual] expenses, 
whe said, went to pay her husband’s tul- 
tion in school. 

Mrs. Pitts said that she came to St. 
Louis about six years ago, just before 
her husband was to be graduated, an‘ 
that she canvassed for a pattern com- 
pany. At every house she solicited, she 
said, she left one of her husband’s 
dental cards with a request to call on 
him when he opened an office. As a re- 
sult, she said, he got dozens of patients 
with whom she had left his cards. 

When the Maid Came. 

Her husband, she said, seemed to ap- 
preciate all she had done for him until 
three years ago. Then, because of her 
broken health, she had to employ a 
maid. 

The first night the maid, Setnte Win- 
som, sat up and talked with Dr. Pitts 
until midnight, the second night until 
12:30 and the third night until late, 
Mrs. Pitts testified. On the third night 
they sat on a trunk while Pitta was 
fixing a gold crown, his wife said. She 
declared she could not endure this and 
told Jennie to go to her room, 

“I'll show you what I'll .do,” ghe 
quoted the girl as saying, and then 
stated that Jennie went to Dr. Pitts’ 
reception room in the house, where she 
was joined later by the dentist, who 
conversed with her a long time while 
doing some work in his laboratory. 

Ceased Kissing Her. 

Mrs. Pitts also testified that her hus- 
band displayed attentions to Jennie such 
as taking the wash from the line for 
her and carrying out the garbage. He 


‘also would go out in the garden and 


pick lettuce, she said. 


After the maid’s arrival Pitts ceased |: 


kissing his wife good-by on leaving the 
house, Mrs. Pitts testified. She also 
ewore he would say good-by to Jennie 
first. When Mrs. Pitts was leaving for 
a hospital at the birth of her youngest 
child she said she compelled her hus- 
band to discharge Jennie. While the 
wife was at the hospital Jennie was 
reinstated in the Pitts home, she tes- 
tified, and when Mrs. Pitts returned she 
Was compelled to have her Woptarged 
again, she said. 
Husband Explains. 

The Pitts were married Dec. 27, 1899, 
and separated last November. Pitts, 
in his petition, stated that the defendant 
gaid she did not love him, expressed a 
wish he would be killed by a street 
car, talked about him to their children 
and addressed him in uncomplimentary 
terms. 

He denied that he was unduly at- 
tentive to the maid and explained he 
was forced to re-employ her after his 
wife went to the hospital because there 
Was mq one at home to care for the 
children. The children are Lolita, 10 
years old; Junita, 8 years, and Helen, 2 
years. The parents were school teach- 
ers before their marriage.

“If, from your investigation, you be- 
lieve any individual was a member of 
that mob, it is your duty to vote an in- 
dictment against that man,” said Judge 
Wheeler, in his charge. ‘‘You are not 
to take into consideration that feeling 
was high against this Italian. The 
question for you to consider is ‘was 
this man a member of the mob.’” 
When the grand jury was convened, 
Chief of Police Frohm handed the Coun- 
ty Attorney a list of #@ persons whe 
were known to have been in the mob.

In the course of his testimony he pre- 
dicted that he would be criminally in- 
dicted for having given the information 
' : he - did. 
¢ ) The former partner of the late J. P. 
| Morgan had been under cross examina- 
tion all forenoon and when dismissed 
without ‘re-direct examination he was 
‘| surrounded by newspaper men and oth- 
ers. | 
“What has been a matter of constant 
amazement to me has been the discour- 
‘teous attitude the Government has main- 
‘tained toward me since the beginning of 
‘the trial,’ he declared. ‘From the first, 
'I expected that the Government would 
‘call me as a witness, and I was never so 
surprised in my life as when the Gov, | 
ernment closed its case without calling | 
on me. 


Complains of Treatment, 
“The only course then left to me was, 


to go on the stand of my volition, and. 
the moment I take the stand the prose- 
cutor warns me that anything I may 
say may be used against me in a crimi- 
nal suit which may follow. I go on 
the stand voluntarily and the Govern- 
ment takes every advantage of me on 
cross-examination, as if I had already 
been criminally indicted and by every 
means of insinuation and inneundo at- 
‘tempts to reflect on my integrity and 
cast doubt on my testimony. 

“Here in this country I have been 
prosecuted by my Government. Just 
to show the difference in its attitude 
as compared with other governments, 
let me say that last year the head of the 
Massey. Harris Co. of Toronto, a Mr. 
Jones, was knighted by the King of 
England for doing the same thing I have 
done in this country—the building up of 
an immense foreign field of sale for har- 
vesting machinery. 

“One would think from the attitude of 
the Government where we went, a 
blight followed, where, on the contrary, 
wherever we have gone, the land had 
bloomed and we have increased the 
compensation of our laborers in the for- 
eign field 32 per cent.” 

Perkins said he would return imme- 
diately to New York. 

Wanted to Win Foreign Field. . 

During cross-examination Perkins an- 
swering questions, testified that he had 
not sought to purchase the McCormick 
company alone because, large as it was, 
ic was not big enough to conquer, un- 
aided, the foreign field. 

Thé fact that the companies which he 
went after controlled 8 per cent of the 
business in the United States did not 
enter into his consideration, he assert- 
ed; he merely wanted a big company, 
big enough to get the foreign trade. 

“The capitalization of the Harvester 
company was $120,000,000,’" said Attorney 
Grosvenor. “Isn’t it a fact that all the 
actual cash put in was $10,000,000?’ 

“No, sir, it is not a fact,” responded 
the financier. ‘‘The $120,000,000 was divid- 
ed into $60,000,000 properties and $60,- 
000,000 cash.”’ 

J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., he said, 
took $20,000,000 of company stock. 

“How much did you take, personally?” 
asked Grosvenor. 

“I took all I could possibly buy, and 
I still have it. I might add that I have 
a larger percentage of my private for- 
tune in this enterprise than in any other 
and I have it because I believe it to be 
a safe and credible business.’’ 

“Is it in your name?”

“I object, Mr. Grosvenor to your going 
into my private affairs in public. If you 
wish I will send you a lst of all my 
holdings in the company.

SUGAR CONSUMERS SAVE 
$20,009,000 IN A YEAR 


Lower Prices Result in Smaller 
Shipments From Philippines, 


Hawaii and Porto Rico 

WASHINGTON, June %.—Much les 
sugar, and at lower. prices is being 
shipped into the United States from the 
Philippines, Hawaii and Porto Rico this 
year than last, the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce has found. 

A report issued today shows that in 
the first ten months of the present fiscal 
year, only 1.490,000 pounds of sugar came 
from the three territories, a decrease of 
245,000,000 pounds from the sarie months 
last year. 

Because of lower price, the imports 
this year are valued at $49,583,000 which 
is $18,667,000 below last year. The aver- 
age price of the product from all three 
sources disclosed a decrease. The 
amount saved to the consumers of the 
United States totals nearly $2,000,000,

“I was amazed at the condi- 
tions revealed by the Post-Dispatch’s in- 
vestigation. The people. of East St. 
Louis should fee] grateful to the Post- 
Dispatch for having made an investiga- 
tion to uncover the wrongdoing of city 
officials. 


To Co-operate with Webb. 

“I have long suspected that there was 
something wrong, but had nothing ex- 
cept vague and indefinite information 
to base my suspicions upon. 

“At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee I will appoint a special Legis- 
lative Committee to co-operate with the 
State’s Attorney in the investigation ani 
prosecution of persons who have beea 
guilty of official wrongdoing. 

“Of course, I regret to know that such 
conditions have existed in East St 
Louis, but, having such conditions t 
deal with, the issue must be met square. 
ly and any official corruption cleaned 
out and made impossible in the future. 

“The resolution passed by the City 
Council authorizing the destruction of 
the vouchers of certain offices was con- 
trary to law and ought not to have been 
Passed. The records of the warrants 
paid to city officials must not be de- 
stroyed, but mugt be preserved and

BEER BUYING BY 
BELLEVILLE YOUTH 


Police Chief Orders Parents Not 
to Send Children for Bev- 
erage After 9 P. M. 


Belleville is agitated over the question 
of whether beer drinking after 9 p. m. is 
a NECESSITY. A large portion of the 
population has taken the affirmative 
side of the argument and are backed by 
a time-honored custom, but the Chief 
of Police has sided up with the nega- 
tives and a lively time is brewing. 

The subject reached a climax Friday 
when Chief Stookey issued an order to 
his patrolmen that children sent for beer 
after 9 o’clock at night are violating 
the provisions of the curfew law which 
became effective Tuesday. Arrests are 
to follow any violation of the order, the 
Chief says. 

The custom of sending children for 
beer in Belleville is as old as the town 
itself and the mere ticking off of nine 
bells by the town clock never had any 
bearing on the custom.

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WHY THE WATER FAMINE? 


By Frank Putnam. 

St. Louis with 16 miles frontage on the world’s 
greatest river, is suffering a partial water fam- 
ine. Or is Mayor Kiel only joking, when he asks 
householders not to use the city water to irrigate 
their lawns? 

It is easy to understand the water famine, 
here in the presence of the vast river: the coop- 
er’s barrels always leak, and the shoemaker’s 
children are never shod, according to the prov- 
erb, Every desert city has an aminple water 
supply; water is its first necessity, its first 
thought; its first necessity, therefore, to be as- 
sured by community action. 

Mayor Kiel’s proposition to call for a popular 
bond issue of five to ten millions with which to 
provide additional water supply is very iikely, 
wise and timely. There is a possibility, however, 
that this expense can be avoided, by applying 
business\ principles to the administration of the 
existing water supply. 

Let the city meter every tap in St. Louis, and 
charge each consumer for every gallon of water 
used—or wasted. 

We did this in Houston a few years ago, with 
astonishing results. We found the wastage was 
almost one-third of the total daily pumping— 
wastage through leaky plumbing, leaky under- 
ground connections, and through sheer wanton 
disregard of the rights of fellow consumers, by 
hundreds of citizens. 

There was, of course, a great hullaballoo about 
the change. A great many citizens appeared to 
believe they ought to get water free—as if one 
could get any good thing free in this perfectly 
gust world! They seemed not to realize that the 
game rule should apply to water as that which 
was applied to gas and electric current—the lat- 


ter tn Houston supplied by private corporations, 


and, of course, metered to everyone. They were 
willing enough to pay by measure for the gas 
and electric current they bought from private 
corporations, but they were unwilling to pay by 
measure for the water which they bought from 
their city government—that is to say, from them- 
selves. They thought they could somehow pick 
their own pockets and make money saving it. 

The rates, after meters were installed, were 
cut one-half—and made the same to all consum- 
ers, big and Httle, to wit: 15 cents per thousand 
gallons for pure artesian water, as fine as any 
in the world. 

It was found possible, after the enormous wast- 
age was stopped (and when the wasters found 
themselves charged for the wasted water every 
month they speedily called in plumbers and 
stopped it) to largely extend the service without 
imcréasing the number of wells, and to reduce 
the daily- pumping by severa] million gallons, 
thus conserving the supply, and reducing the 
cost of operating the waterworks. 

Naturally enough, the indignant voters at the 
mext election, crucified the courageous and sen- 
sible water commissioner who inaugurated the 
change, but they have never asked his successor 
to go back to the old, unfair extravagant, waste- 
ful system which was abolished, and there is no 
complaint from any quarter that even the poorest 
citizen cannot afford to buy all the water he needs 
for domestic and yard use. 

Perhaps, if St. Louis will adopt the meter sys- 
tem and apply it at every tap, enough water waste 
——fea] waste and not the so-called waste of water- 
ing-lawns, which is not waste at all—will be 
revealed, to obviate the apparent need for ex- 
‘pending another five or ten million dollars for 
mew equipment.

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THE CURRENCY BILL. 

The currency bill, according to f em- 
bodies the co-operative principle recommended by 
the’ Aldrich Commission, but changes the plan 
of control. 

The control of the currency and the control of 
the banking system will be in the hands of the 
Government, instead of the banks. The currency 
will be issued by the Government, but will be 
available for the use of the banks through “re- 
gional reserve associations,” which are under the 
control of a Federal Reserye Board. Each 

“regional reserve association” will have a Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, owned by the bank members 
of the association. The Federal Board, the banks 
and the public interests will be represented on 
the directorate of each bank and the directors of 
the Federal Reserve Board will be composed of 
three members of the Cabinet and six chosen in 
equal numbers by the President of the United 
States and the Federal Reserve Banks. 

Local and Federal control are thus blended. 
with the balance of power in the central organi- 
zation in the hands of the Government. 

The value of the Aldrich Currency Commis- 
sion’s work consisted in the working out of a 
plan of bank co-operation with commercial Laper 
and state and municipal bonds as bases for 
emergency currency. These valuable points are 
preserved in the administration measure, witl 
safeguards against bank control of the currency 
and the use of the money power by a powerful 
central clique. 

Judgment must be reserved on the measure 48 
a whole until all the details are published. But 
the President has accomplished much. He has 
courageously worked out the problem in the face 
of difficulties which seemed insuperable; he has 
harmonized his party leaders on the fundamental 
points and has shaped up a practical measure 
which offers strong hope of solution of the bank- 
ing and currency question. It promises to change 
our present fair-weather system for a system 
which will withstand financial storms, or better, 
will prevent them. 

The President’s own attitude towards a free 
banking system and the zealous opposition to the 
money power by Secretary Bryan and others who 
now agree with him on the Dill, give assurance 
of a fair measure which will protect the interests 
of the public as well as of the banks, 
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The short stretch of boulevard to connect Lo- 
cust street with Lindell avenue will cost $223,000. 
But wait until it Is completed and see how many 
St. Louisans will deny that it is more than worth 
the money. 


MAYOR KIEL’S DUALITY.

HOILEL

N the Boulevard des Italiens, one of 

the most elegant streets of the 
French metropolis, there is a marvelous 
hotel. It is called “La aison Elec- 
trique’” and is the result’of@the geniu's 
of its proprietor, Mr. George Knapp. It 
has the unique quality of not using 
servants of any kind. From porter, dell 
boy, chambermaid and waitress to bout- 
black, all the work is done and all the 
calls are answered by electricity, says 
Harper’s. 

On getting eut of his motor at ths 
door, the arrival puts his feet on a mov- 
able carpet which carries him to the "0- 
tel office. Here, instead of a key, }.e 
is given a magnetic combination which 
opens his room. His baggage is taken 
to his room in an electric hoist and 
dumped into a position in his closet. 
The traveler ascends in an elevator 
which is furnished with a series of but- 
tons containing the numbers on the va- 
rious floors; he presses the one which 
corresponds with the number of his room 
and the car stops to let him off. | 
‘This hotel has no fixed staircases 
whatever. Everything is either cleva- 
tor, moving platform or escalator; and 
the person who gets into one or finds 
himself standing upon the other has act 
to move until he gets to the top. 

Each room is furnished with poot 
cleaners, and by pressing the necessarv 
button one can get all desired toilet 
articles, from brush and comb to shav- 
ing soap and face powder. The buttons 
are arrange@ with reference to mé¢ais 
as well. Coffee and rolls, for example, 
can be had by pressing the button which 
has written over it the words “Lizht 
breakfast." Some of the other buttons

It will be safer, however, not to wean 
baby in the summer, even if he has 
reached the weaning age of hine 
months. If the food is agreeing with 
him, postpone weaning for a short time, 
until the weather becomes cooler. 

The summer care of ‘bottle-fed babies 
Presents different problems in the way 
of care and preparation of food from 
those to be considered in the case of the 
baby not yet weaned. The same gen- 
eral rules as to regularity in feeding 
should be invariably followed. Safe- 
guard baby’s -health also by proper 
care of the bottles and nipples. 

Uncieanliness in these is often an- 
swerable for severe summer illness. The 
bottles should be thoroughly washeé 
first in cold water. They are then 
cleansed with borax and hot water and 
bolled 10 minutes before refilling. One 
teaspoonful of borax to’a pint of water 
makes the best solution for this ster- 
izing. 

The nipples should be turned inside 
out and scrubbed with a brush dipped 
in borax water This brush should 
never be used for any other purpose. 
Provide enough bottles and nipples for 
a day’s feeding. These bottles should 
be round, and marked to indicate 
ounces. The best nipples to use are 
those which slip over the neck of the 
bottle, Place the ‘bottles upside down 
on @ Clean shelf when not in use, the 
nipples being kept in a solution of boric 
water. 

The milk that you use should come 
from a herd of. tested and perfectly 
healthy cows that are kept in Clean 
barns and are milked and cared for by 
clean men who understand the Care of 
cows. It is not wise to feed the baby 
from the milk of one cow for the reason 
that the milk of one cow is apt to 
vary from day to day, whereas the 
composition frém a herd of cows varies 
but very little. Keep. baby’s mi con- 
stantly covered and on ice. Care should 
be taken that the icebox is kept clean 
and well scoured and that no decaying 
vegétable matter is allowed to remain 
in it. During thunderstorms the milk
